Broom . K. Hobart 
has established a broom factory in 
Kimball's new machine shop, and is 
doing good work. The machinery 
necessary to a small establishment of 
this kind is in place, and Mr. Hobart 
is working with a capacity of five 
dozen brooms per day. The process 
is very simple, consisting merely of 
sewing the stalks together and then 
cutting and binding to the handle by 
means of a small wire reel, which is 
turned by the foot.
